P»pur In Tonkin. 
[Ciuvonber^ Journal.] 


Tho principal material used iu the manu- 


facture of papsr in Tonkin is tho ke-yioh or 
paper troo, which grows in abundance on 
tho mountains in tho environs of Sontay. 
The dried bark of this is brought in bundlos 
upon tho buck* of oxan or buffaloes from 
tho mountains, whoro it id gathered for the 
numerous pi;-.er-mills,whoie principal center 
is in thu vicinity of Hanoi. 
It fa worth 


about - cents a pound. 
This bark is macer- 


ated and rubbod up iu mortwj, so as to 
reduce it to a fino pulp. This latter la ex- 
tended with a certain quantity of water in 
ordor to form a clear paste, which Is slzjd 
with an infusion mado from tbo shavings of 
tho goinao, a troo which grows in abund- 
auco on tho Black river mountains. 


Thn paper is manufactured sheet by shoet 


by wou-.eu by moans of delicate bamboo 
scroous that they alternately dip into tho 
paste and take out therewith a thin shoot of 
papar, which they dopoait upou a board 
At the ond of tho day those sheets are put 
into a pross in ordor to oxtract tho moist- 
ure from thom. and are thon dried by plac- 
ing them one by ono on o hot masonry 'wall. 
Finally thoy are put up'in packages and 
Iriinmod. Each woman Diakos 1,000 Ehootj 
a day.
